her ſelf from all humane converſation, to con- 
verſe with the Immortal Angels, and to fat her

Theſe were her fre- 
quent Yows in her infant years, made to God,

Now therefore, doth this Earthy An- 
gel leave Nazareth, as the Image of the Worlds 
Mutability , and ſupported by the wings of a 
moſt paſſionate Love of God, and a defire to be 
United with him, ſhe walketh to Feruſalem, the 
Seat of divine Worſhip, the Center of Religion, 
and the Figure of the Viſion of true Peace, 
With what Alacrity doth ſhe abandon her fa- 
thers houſe, her Uſual converſation, all her 
Friends and Relations?
